CONFESSED KIDNAPER: 
OF FRIED ARRNINED 


Four Men Plead Not Guilty to 
Indictments Charging 
‘Three Abductions. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—Four mem- 
bers of an alleged “crime syndi- 
cate,” facing possible death sen- 
tences, pleaded not guilty yester- 
day to three kidnaping indictments 
accusing them of a series of ab- 
duetions in which they allegedly de- 
manded a total of $425,000 ransom 
and killed Arthur Fried, young 
White Plains business man.

Gula and Sacoda were charged 
with the Fried kidnaping in one of 
the three indictments, and all four 
were named in the other two in- 
dictments accusing them of kid- 
naping Norman Miller, 19-year-old 
college student, and Benjamin Far- 
ber of Brooklyn.

They keep the conveyor 
pelts moving—but at a terrible pride 
to the individual to his civil lib- 
erty. 

“The New Deal has been trying 
to keep those belts-moving without 
paying such a price. It does not 
wish to run or manage any part 
of our economic machine which pri- 
vate enterprise can run and keep 
running. That should be left to 
individuals, to corporations, to any 
other form of private management, 
with profit for those who manage 
well. But when an abuse inter- 
feres with the ability of private 
enterprise to keep the national con- 
veyor belt moving, government has 
a responsibility to eliminate -that 
abuse. 

We do not assume for a minate 
that all we have done is right or 
all that we have done has been 
successful, but our economic and 
social program of the past five and 
a half years has definitely given 
to the United States a more stable 
and less artifi prosperity than 
any other na in the world has

When the King and Queen of Siam visited Washington several years 
ago, they were the guests of the Government, not at the White House, 
but in a private residence commandeered and provided for them by 


Uncle Sam. 


Thore is no “royal suite” for visitors at the White House. With the 
exception of the fact that it boasts a state dining room and a beautiful 
ballroom, the executive mansion is a typical large, comfortable American 
home of the type owned by our well-to-do, upper middle-class citizenry. 
The United States is dotted with hundreds of far larger, far more pre- 
tentious and far more luxurious homes.

THERE ARE FOUR or five comfortable big bedrooms, each with its 
own bath, on the second floor of the White House. There is the second- 
floor sitting room in which Mrs. Roosevelt holds her press conferences, 
suite and Mrs. Roosevelt's suites. But 
there is riothing comparable, for instance, with the numerous royal 
suites, each with bedroom, sitting room, dining room, etc., etc., at Buck- 
ingham Palace, where the King and Queen of Engiand can domicile all 
‘the crowned heads of Durope at one and the same time. 

Of course, the King and Queen of England have their own residence 
in Washington; the new British Embassy, presided over by the British 
Ambassador, Sir Ronald Lindsay, and his American wife. But if the 
King and Queen make a state visit here, they will be the guests of the 
United States. As its guests, the Government would wish to be their 
hosts either at the White House or in some imposing private residence
